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Legion Disease Symptoms Hit Catholic Celebrants 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) - Two persons who attended the 41st 


International Eucharist* Congress here last week have been 
hospitalized with symptoms of legionnaires disease, Pennsyl- 
vania's top health official said. But state and city health officials 
said it is not certain the Iw* have the disease which killed 24 
persons associated with an American Legion convention in 
Philadelphia in .July. 


A spokesman for state Health Secretary Leonard Bachinan 


said Friday the two might he suffering from acute pneumonia. 
Health officials did not identify the two men by name. They said 
they were a W-vear-okl priest from Spokane, Wash., and a 32- 
year-old musician from Danbury, Conn., and were hospitalized 
lastwmk. 


The priest was hospitalized in Washington. D.C., and the 


musician in Danbury. The priest and musician were among 
some one million visitors to the Eucharistic Congress, a global 
Koman Catholic assembly held periodically to reaffirm the 
belief in a divine presence in the Hob' Communion. President 
Kurd addressed the congress Aug. 8. 


Dr. David Soricclli, Philadelphia's deputy health commis- 


sioner, said the latest cases do not indicate the illness is con- 
tagious. "All it indicates is that two people were in Philadelphia 
and now have a cough." he said. "The important thing is that 
they arc not critically or dangerously sick," said Dr. Lewis 
Polk, Philadelphia health commissioner. "They are not ex- 
pected to die or become desperately ill." 


Morton Rosen, Pennsylvanias' deputy health commissioner, 


said the two men had "all the symptoms" of legionnaires 
disease, including temperatures in excess of 102 degrees, 
coughs and. when Xrayed, results that showed positive 
pneumonia. He said the cases were reported to the state Health 
Department by the victims' physicians. Soricelli said the two 
men had stayed at the BellevueStratford Hotel, headquarters for 
the Legion convention and one of nine downtown hotels that has 
been checked by health authorities for possible environmental 
causes of the disease. 


Doctors had reported that 27 persons were killed by the 


mysterious disease, but later found that three did not have the 
disease. The illness has hospitalized 1M others. "1 do not believe 


at this time there is the ne«l for any action other than ctese 
monitoring for the protection of the public health," Bachman 
said in a statement. 


Ik' said "it is not uncommon during the summer months for 


people to develop the symptoms of acute pneumonia." Doctors 
have drawn a close similarity between pneumonia and the 
mysterious disease. "The symptoms of legionnaires' disease 
are UK symptoms of all kinds of illnesses," said a spokesman 
for the'federal Center for Disease Control in Atlanta. "We still 
don't know what killed those people. What we found was that all 
cases had similar symptoms. The commonness ... was that the 
people died of something that resembled a viral kind of 
pneumonia."

More Than Just Another 
Gangland Execution 


Generally the execution-style slay- 


ing of an underworld character 
produces scant public attention. Such 
murders infrequently are solved and 
the general attitude seems to be good 
riddance. But the murder of John 
Roselli has overtones which go beyond 
the usual motives of such crimes. 


Roselli was one of several gangland 


figures identified a year ago as'part of 
an attempt by the CIA to assassinate 
Cuban dictator Fidel Castro. Roselli 
testified before Senate investigators 
about his involvement in the plot, 
claiming the CIA had offered him 
.$100,000 to poison Castro. 


That testimony was given in June,

George Washington is an historical 


figure who has stood the test of time. 
The image of his greatness is greater 
today, if possible, than at any previous 
time.

Congress has a proposal before it to 


promote Washington from the three 
stars he wore to full generalship. The 
thinking, apparently, is that the man 
remembered as the father of our 
country should not be subordinated in 
rank to others. 


That is a commendable thought, but 


unnecessary. To expend congressional 
effort on this proposal docs no honor to 
the man who proved by personal 
example that hardship and per- 
serverance were the qualities of 
leadership, not rank.

About 
the size and shape of underinflated 
beach balls, the bags are hidden in the 
dashboard and steering wheel. If a car 
has the equivalent of a 12-mile-per- 
hour crash into a fixed barrier, the 
bags inflate in about l/25th of a 
second, preventing the driver a'nd 
front-seat passengers 
from going 


through the windshield. 


Proponents of air bags say the 


devices provide optimum protection in 
head-on collisions, which account for 
80 per cent of all traffic fatalities. They 
are said to be safer for children, most 
of whom don't use seat belts. And best 
of all, they require no conscious effort 
by those in the car. 


Most insurance companies, medical 


organizations, highway safety insi- 
tutes, the American Automobile As- 
sociation, Consumers Union, Ralph 
Nader and, of course, air 
bag 


manufacturers are strong advocates of 
requiring the bags in all new cars. The 
Traffic 
Safety Administration es- 


timated that universal air-bags use, in 
conjunction with optional seat belts, 
would save 11,600 lives, 171,800 in- 
juries, and $4.2-billion in costs to 
society annually. Proponents insist 
that Amerians never will use their seat 
belts all the time, so air bags should be 
mandatory. 


Not everyone is quite so certain. 


Automobile manufacturers, several 
unions, some politicians and, naturally 
enough, seat-belt makers, oppose hav- 
ing air bags as standard equipment in 
new cars. They argue that simulated 
crashes 
using dummies are in- 


conclusive proof that air bags are 
safer. University of Michigan scien- 
tists last week questioned the effec- 
tiveness of air bags. Their report 
concluded a long study of bags and 
tests. 


The bags will add between $187 and 


$340 to the cost of a new car, according 
to various auto manufacturers' es- 
timates. And it will take at least a 
decade and billions of dollars,before 
every car on the road has an air bag, 
opponents contend. 


Instead, they think Congress - or 


each state — should pass a law 
requiring people to fasten their seat 
belts. Australia, New Zealand, many 
European 
nations, the

Scene Two. 
Mrs. 
Carter, 
smiling in a most gracious way 
at people in front and to the 
side, is sitting next to the Carter 
children.- Then one son lights up 
a cigarette. Without a change in 
her expression or a break in her 
smiling 
and 
nodding 
to 
delegates and visitors in the 
convention hall, she whispers, 
in a voice so low it cannot be 
picked up by the sensitive TV 
sensors trained on her, ‘ Put out 
that 
cigarette.”

he 
obeys in one quick motion. 


Scene Three: Shortly after 
Sen. Walter Mondale was voted 
the Democratic nominee for 
vice president, Mrs. Mondale 
was asked by newsmen where 
she thought she would fit into a 
Carter administration — that is, 
what she thought her field 
might be. 


She’d hardly gotten a sen­ 
tence out of her mouth — on how 
she would Ik* interested in help­ 
ing unfortuante children and 
families, when Mrs. Carter 
stepped to the front, moving 
Mrs. Mondale from her short 
stint in the limelight. “ Yes,” 


Rosalynn 
Carter 
reportedly 
said, “ She’ll be a big help to 
me," publicly making it clear 
the relationship between the 
First Lady and Number Two, if 
the Carters should 
win 
in 
November. 


Carter campaign aides have 
repeated again and again that 
politically Rosalynn Carter may 
have more influence with Carter 
than anyone else, that on a 
number of occasions her advice 
has overruled the guidance 
given by his other political 
strategists. 


It is reported, too. that cam­ 
paign assistants, if they attempt 
to gain Carter’s ear and fail, 
have more success if they sell 
Rosalynn Carter on whatever it 
is they have in mind. Almost 
invariably, it’s said, this stra­ 
tegy works 


Rosalynn Carter has cam ­ 
paigned day and night for her 
husband on the road, but not by 
his side, but on independent 
paths, reportedly as effectively 
as Carter himself. 


It is clear that Rosalynn 
Carter is a person of great 
strength in her own right. 


As Jimmy Carter puts it in his 
IxHik, “ Why Not the Best" 
“ Rosalynn has always handled 
responsibility well. She has a 
strong will of her own (which 
has seemed to «et stronger with 
each 
passing 
year).” 
The 
parentheses are Carter’s. 


The pattern of the Carter 
household was set from the 
start, when Jimmy Carter was a 
young Navy officer. As he notes: 
“While Rosalynn and I wen* in 
Norfolk, I worked at sea all 
week and one-third of my 
weekends...!his 
meant 
that 
Rosalynn -»d to manage all the 
affairs of our home, as she has 
continued to do ever since.”

The signs remain mixcni. yet 
during the summer of 197H it 
has been possible to detect a 
slight stiffening of the Western 
will vis-a-vis both the Com­ 
munists and the Third World.

1 After a decade of clinking 
coc ktail glasses with Soviet of­ 
ficials. the Vatican took an 
explicitly anti-Communist line 
during the recent Italian elec­ 
tion campaign As Dr. Johnson 
put it. the prospect of being 
hanged concentrates the mind 
extraordinarily. 


During the debate in the UN 
Security Council over whether 
to condemn the Israeli raid on 
the Entebbe airport, the United 
States, Britain, France, Italy 
and Sweden maintained a solid 
front against condemnation — 
and in favor of condemning the 
terrorists. When it became ob­ 
vious that the resolution con­ 
demning Israel would lose, its 
sponsors — Libya, Tanzania, 
and Benin (formerly Dahomey) 
— withdrew it. The unity on 
these issues maintained by oil- 
de|>endent Britain, France, and 
Italy constituted an impressive 
demonstration. 


The new government of Ar­ 
gentina appears to be getting 
both inflation and its Marxist 
revolutionaries under control. 
The 
most 
important 
Latin- 
American nations, sometimes 
called the* ABC powers, Argen­ 
tina, Brazil, and Chile — now 
have 
tough 
anti-Marxist 
regimes. 


4. West German Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt faces an elec­ 
tion campaign, and ant ¡-Com­ 
munism remains popular in 
West Germany. Nevertheless, 
his recent hard-line statements 
can only be* welcomed. Schmidt 
has dedart*d that a pullout of 
U.S. troops in Germany would 
have a “ catastrophic im pact” 
upon the balance of power in 
Europe. 


Furthermore, Schmidt, while 
on a Bicentennial visit to the 
U.S., stated openly that he. 
President O rald Ford, British 
Prime 
Minister 
Jam es 


Callaghan, and President Gis- 
eard 
d’Estang 
of 
France, 
agreed at the Puerto Rican 
economic summit meeting last 
month that their governments 
would refuse to issue loans to 
Italy if the Communists gain 
posts in the Cabinet there. 
Predictably, Italian spokesmen 
reacted angrily, and suc h “ in­ 
terference” as deplored by 
liberal commentators here; but 
a Frenc h official refused to deny 
or disavow the statement and 
pointedly observed that no na­ 
tion has an automatic claim on 
anybody's aid. 


5. France, meanwhile, an­ 
nounced the intention of deploy­ 
ing its fleet 
in the Medi­ 
terranean, and, in addition, of 
coordinating its activities with 
the NATO forces there. This had 
not been done sincv the days of 
de Gaulle 


ft. The Soviets, the Fast Ger- 
nians and other Communist 
states obviously hoped for a 
propaganda bonanza at Mon­ 
treal, carefully grooming high- 
quality athletic squads for the 
Olympic Games. The Com­ 
munists 
ended 
up 
with 
a 
decidedly mixed propaganda 
bag.

Trudeau may well have ended 
his |M»litical career by kowtow­ 
ing to Peking and excluding the 
team from the Republic of 
China.

(AP) — She rises to go to work 
at her US $30-a-month job as a 
maid or cook, sets a little bread 
and water on the floor and lays 
the baby down beside it. 


She shuts the shack door 


carefully, knowing she'll be 
home about 6 p.m. and the baby 
will be there waiting, as they 
say "if God wishes." 


Sometimes, Methodist mis- 


sionary couple Marion and Ani- 
ta Way explained, there are 
older children to stay in the 
shack in Rio de Janeiro to watch 
over the baby. There may be a 
neighbor the baby can be left 
with. 


But sometimes a child sets a

They Work With Poor 
In The Slums Of Rio 


RIO DF JANEIRO, Brazil 
(AP) — She rise's to go to work 
at her US $30-a-month job as a 
maid or cook, sets a little bread 
and water on the floor and lays 
the baby down beside it. 


She shuts the shack door 
carefully, knowing she’ll be 
home about 6 p.m. and the baby 
will be there waiting, as they 
say "if God wishes.” 


Sometimes, Methodist mis­ 
sionary couple Marion and Ani­ 
ta Way explained, there are 
older children to stay in the 
shack in Rio de Janeiro to watch 
over the baby. There may be a 
neighbor the baby can Ik * left 
with. 


But sometimes a child sets a 
shack on fire, or a baby crawls 
away unwatched and is injured4 
or the newspapers report one 
more 
child’s 
death 
from 
dehydration in the Brazilian 
heat. 


Maybe* this is why the Ways 
speak of the day care center 
first when asked to talk about 
the activities of the United 
Methodist 
church-sponsored 
People's Central Iastitute here. 


Besides 
its 
vocational, 
recreational and educational 
services, the institute provides 
day can* for 30 babies It is one 
of only four or five day care 
centers in this city of five 
million people, Way explained. 


The People’s Central Institute 
is celebrating it-i 70th year here 
It serves as a school and com­ 
munity center for the people in 
Rio's oldest slum. Way said Its 
homely brown buildings ac­ 
tually lie on the side of what was 
once called Favela Hill which 
liave other “ favelas” their dis­ 
tinctive name. 


In Brazil, poverty can I k * s o 
extreme it is not uncommon to 
see cripples crawling along the 
pavement, too poor to own 
crutches or braces. 


Gabriel, a 15-year-old boy 
whose left arm and both legs are 
withered from birth defects, 
used to be one of them "He had 
a little wooden platform on 
skate wheels,” Way explained 
‘‘And he* pushed himself around 
on it while his mother worked in 
a restaurant near here to sup­ 
port him She couldn’t send him 
to school ” 


Methodist church members in 
the low income neighborhood 
raised money for a wheelchair 
for Gabriel, and paid his way to 
the Institute's primary school, 
whose tuition ranges from al­ 
most nothing up to US $10 per 


month. 


"H e’s 
very 
bright 
and 
managed to make it through the 
first few years in one year,” 
Way said. ‘‘Gabriel is now 
studying at the seventh grade 
level.” 


Students’ families pay what 
they can for the school, with 
many students attending tret* on 
"scholarships.” The minimum 
wage for Rio's workers is US $7« 
per month and programs for 
fioor people of the kind that the 
institute provides are so rare 
that Way and his wife say it is 
difficult not to get discouraged. 


‘ Materially, people here are 
much poorer than the poor 
people in the United States.’’ 
Way said. “ And the people we 
serve are just a drop in the 
bucket.” 


Living on the hill above Hit* 
institute means carrying water 
in a bucket up to a shack that 
often has only a dirt floor and no 
electricity. Sewage runs openly 
down the hillside. 


The people of all religious 
denominations whom the insti­ 
tute serves work as maids, 
laundresses, ticket takers on 
buses or d<*ck workers. Teenage 
children hav e to work to support 
the family 


But despite the poverty and 
the area, 40 per cent of the ins­ 
titute's US $90.000 budget is 
raised in the neighborhood it­ 
self. 


Thirty per cent of the money 
is 
provided 
by 
Methodist 
churches in the United Stales 
and Germany and the Christian 
Children’s Fund. Rio service 
organizations also contribute. 


The institute’s results can be 
seen in the lives of people like 
Iracy, who came for help nine 
years ago when her husband 
abandoned her and her three 
children. 


She had no skills but ‘‘she 
learned to sow at the Mother’s 
club,’’ Way said. ‘‘And she 
developed 
a 
method 
for 
measuring cloth by using string 
which she adapted for people 
who don’t have the mathematics 
to take measurements other­ 
wise. She is supporting herself 


and her children by giving 
classes here now.” 


This is why Way and his wife 
feel that in one sense people are 
lK*ttc*r off in Rio s slums than in 
those* of the* United Stati*s. 


"In the State*s they may have 
a 
car 
and 
electricity 
and 
plumbing,” Way said, "but they 
have the* feeling they can’t get 
out.”

«h(ef »wk amwu; the "poorest of the poor" in Caktilta, India, 
hits grown JnKi the worldwide Missionaries uf Charity, seems to 
radiate that same selflessness which she finds in those who have 
nothing. 


A grieving eompitssion lines her face, and when she smiles, it 


seems as if the ligiit wells up from some shadowy, wnforgolten 
place <rf tears. 


Slie was repeatedly referred to as a "saint" at last week's 


International Kneharistie Compress liere and crowds of people 
trailed her about, seeking to press her hand or simply to touch her 
while sari, the habit of Iwr order.

absorb tho "karma" of some holy person by getting near them 
seemed 16 have been transported into the West. 


"The poor do not. want your pity." she says. "They want your 


love, but do we see them? Do we know tliein? Are we with them?

family of eight which, on being given some rice, first shared It 
with, hungry neighbors before eating; of a starving woman who 
died saying "thank you" simply for being picked up from the 
street and shown SOUK concern. 


"She gave me much more than 1 gave her." Mother Teresa 


slid. "She gave her grateful love." Strangely, she said, that 
reversed giving is the case with the poor. "They give much more 
tlian we give them." 


Slie said that while many in Asia and Africa suffer material 


poverty, the affluent people of America and Europe suffer from a 
poverty of their own. 


"It is not less painful," she said. "It is the terrible poverty of 


loneliness, of abandonment, a feeling of Ijeing lost. They want to 
be loved, to be somebody to somebody. It is a poverty of the spirit, 
a hunger for God." 


As a specific example, she cited alxirtion. "It is very, very great 


poverty to decide thut a child must die that you may live as you 
wish." 


MOTHER TERESA OF INDIA 


Mother Teresa, born in Yugoslavia, began her work in Calcutta 


in 1M6, and the order she founded now has 1,300 sisters working 
among the poor in 66 countries, with 76 leprosariums, 28 chiWrens 
Iwines, 32 hospitals for the dying. 


"Injustice," she said, is done to the poor because they' are 


poor." 


Citing Jesus's words that what people do to the poor, they do to 


Ilim, thus identifying Himself with the poor, she urged, "Make 
your homes another Nazareth wtKre Jesus can come and rest 
awhile." 


About women's rights, she remarked, "Perhap women are not 


so good at being great, but can be great at doing good."

Sees Dignity

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — To Mother Teresa, the poor are the 
great ones, the courageous, noble and kind “ Such dignity, such 
goodness,’ she says In them she sees the Divine image. They 
suffer, yes. but that, too. she says, is like God. 


“He made Himself the hungry one, the homeless, naked, 
unwanted one," she says. “We meet Him in disguise in the faces 
of the poor.” 


Mother Teresa, a small, fragile, slightly stooped nun of 87. 
whose work among (he “poorest of the poor” in Calcutta, India, 
has grown into the* worldwide Missionaries of Charity, seems to 
radiate that same selflessness which she finds in those who have 
nothing. 


A grieving compassion lines her face, and when she smiles, it 
seems as if the light wells up from some shadowy, unforgotten 
place of tears 


She was repeatedly referred to as a “saint" at last week’s 
International Kucharistic Congress here and crowds of people 
trailed her almut, seeking to press her hand or simply to touch her 
white sari, the habit of her order. 


Through her, that customary Eastern impulse to share or 
absorb the "karm a" of some holy person by getting near them 
seemed to have been transported into the West. 


"Thi1 poor do not want your pity,” she says. “They want your 
love. But do we see them? Do we know them? Are we with them? 
VMicn vvc come before God, He will judge us on what we have been 
to the poor, on what we have done to the poor.” 


At the Congress, a global gathering of Roman Catholics cen­ 
tered on faith in Christ's real presence in the bread and wine of 
the eucharist. or holy communion. Mother Teresa gave several 
talks and interv iews. 


"People have told us that we spoil the poor with our work,” she 
said. "It is good to have at least one congregation that spoils the 
poor because everylxtdy is always spoiling the rich.” 


She told graphic stories of work with the desperately ptnir. of a 
family of eight which, on being given some rice, first shared it 
with hungry neighbors before eating; of a starving woman who 
died saying “thank you" simply for being picked up from the 
street and shown some concern. 


"She gave me much more than 1 gave her.” Mother Teresa 
said. “She gave her grateful love." Strangely, she said, that 
reversed giving is the case with the poor. “They give much more 
than we give them.” 


She said that while many in Asia and Africa suffer material 
poverty, the affluent people of America and Europe suffer from a 
poverty of their own. 


“ It is not less painful.” she said. “ It is the terrible poverty of 
loneliness, of abandonment, a feeling of being lost. They want to 
be loved, to lie somebody to sonielwwly It is a poverty of the spirit, 
a hunger for God.” 


As a s|x*cifie example, she cited abortion. "It is very, very great 
[»overty to decide that a child must die that you may live as you 
wish.”

“We, like many others then, 
couldn’t afford a car — in fact, 
you couldn’t buy one — so we 
had no need for gasoline ration 
coupons,’’ Mrs. Pflaumer said. 


The food ration books con­ 
tained coupons 
for various 
items, including meat, coffee, 
and sugar, and were of different 
colors. 


“I remember losing my purse 
containing the ration books and 
when I tried to get more, the 
local rationing board told me I’d 
have to wait until the next dis­ 
tribution period,” she said. 


“You didn’t need coupons for 
poultry, but in order to get 
meat, the coupons were the only 
way.”

cigarettes were extremely hard 
to 
find, 
Mrs. 
Pflaum er 
remembers, and people with 
money would buy the “hard to 
find 
items” 
on 
the 
black 
market. 


Mrs. 
Pflaumer 
said

and indeed could be a sad si­ 
tuation. but she feels that adults 
who lived through the food ra­ 
tioning during World War II will 
not find it as difficult as the 
younger 
generation 
will, 
because they ’ve experienced the 
problems previously.

More than 29,000 bottles of 
Pyribenzamine hydrochloride, 
an antihistamine prescribed for 
allergies, are being pulled off 
the market because some may 
mistakenly contain the powerful 
stimulant Ritalin. 


The FDA said it could prove 
fatal if a patient accidentally 
took Ritalin at the maximum 
dosage recommended on the 
antihistamine bottle’s label. To 
date, no injuries have been as­ 
sociated with the mixup.

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Van Buren Intermediate Tax Levy Up

LAWRENi E — Van Buren intermediate school district 
residents will tind the property tax levy on this fall’s tax bills up 
by one-hall mill over last year. A 1976-77 budget approved by the 
intermediate board calls for a levy of 4.67 mills, up slightly from 
last year s 4.15 mills. Still, the 4.67 figure is 1.5 mills less than the 
total authorized by voters. 


I he package includes two mills for special education, one mill 
more than last year, but one-half mill less than the 2 Vfc mill total 
authorized by voters last February. Also included are two mills 
lor vocational education, down by one mill from last year; .17 of 
a mill which is allocated; and .5 mill for debt retirement on the 
new school for the handicapped. The local millage is expected to 
generate $1,366,570 toward a 1976-77 budget total of $3,120,281. 


Other sources of revenue include $802,066 in state aid and $951,645 
in in federal aid. I^ast year’s budget was $2,816,038. 


Anticipated expenditures in the new budget, with last year’s 
figures in parentheses, include: general fund. $221.40» ($213,216); 
special education, $1,051,467 ($599.982); Skills Center, $872,306 
($907,996); career education, $72,295 ($67,902); federal Title .1 
programs, $254,376 ($400,310); and migrant programs, $648.428 
($626,632). The approximate $450,000 jump in the budget for 
special education came about because voters approved a 1.5 mill 
increase for those programs last Feb. 24. The bulk of the money 
will be used to hire teachers, consultants, and aides. 


Supt. Ernest Shawd that although a total of 2.5 mills for special 
education has been authorized by voters, only two mills would lx* 
levied this year. That decision, he said, reflects a policy of “going 
slow” on hirings to insure building quality programs, plus not 


spending all the money at once in order to have more flexibility 
later. It was also felt, the superintendent said, that many farmers 
were hit hard by crop damage this year, and that taxes should be 
held down. 


The drop in the allocation for the Skills Center came about 
Itecause the building has bi'en paid off and most major equipment 
was purchased last year. A decision by the Bloomingdale school 
district to run its own program rather than continue in a 
cooperative run by the intermediate district, accounted for most 
of the $150,000 drop in the budget for Title 1 programs, Shaw said 


The .5 mill for debt retirement will be used toward a $1,010,000 
bond issue for a new school for the handicapped, which was also 
approved by Yoters in February. Bids on the school will be 
opened Aug. 25, with construction expected to be completed late 
next winter.

According to the government statistics, productivity — or output 
per worker — generally declined in major industries last year. But 
in the auto industry, work hours dropped 13.5 per cent while 
vehicle production fell only fi.9 per cent. 


Strikes Hurting Economy 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Strikes helped stunt the nation's indus­ 
trial growth in July, limiting production increases to the smallest 
margin in nine months, the Federal Reserve Board says. That's 
bad news if you’re looking for work. The industrial sector accounts 
for about one-third of the nation’s jobs, and slow growth there 
creates a dampening effect on the creation of new jobs. Perfor­ 
mance m the industrial sector should Ik * helped in future months, 
now that settlements of a prolonged rubber industry strike and a 
coal mine work stoppage apparently have been reached. Output of 
I'.S. factories, mines and utilities for July rose two-tenths of 1 per 
cent, compared to a four-tenths of 1 per cent rise in June. The July 
increase was the smallest since October’s one-tenth of 1 per cent 
rise. 


Henry Eyes Aegean Dispute 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger is 
turning his attention to the bitter dispute between Greece and 
Turkey over sovereignty in the Aegean Sea. hoping to persuade the 
two NATO members to resolve their differences peaceably. Kis­ 
singer was to meet separately today with Greek Foreign Minister 
Dimitri Bitsios and with Turkish Foreign Minister I 
S. 
Caglayangil in New York, where the Aegean issue was being 
debated in the United Nations Security Council.

the sun. Fleischer painted the 
tubing and the tin black to ab- 
sorb even more heat. 


Originally, he had a piece of 


plastic over the top of the. 
device, but the plastic seemed 
to reflect some of the heat, so he 
took it off. 


Water is pumped out of the 


pool, through the filter, into the 
copper tubing and then right 
back Into the pool. 


The idea wasn't original, 


Fleischer confesses. His wife, 
Jan, knew a man who had heat- 
ed his pool In a similar way. 
And last winter a neighbor, 
Ralph Van Riper, saw the idea 
in a magazine and brought It 
over. 


The article explained exactly 


how to set up the unit, including 
coiling the copper tubing to save 
space and money. 


Jim, an electrical engineer, 


contends 
that 
just 
about 


anybody could build such a unit, 
though he admits he is a han- 


dyman around the house. 


"The only difficult part was 


welding the lengths of tubing 
together," he said. 


He said plastic tubing could 


be used instead of copper, but 
plastic tends to rot. 


Some of Fleischer's friends 


arc paying gas bills as high as 
S8S a month during the summer 
to neat their pools. 


His unit cost him about Jl 15 — 


cheap, because he got the 
copper at cost. But even at full 
price, he estimates it would cost 
no more than $200. 


• And there are no monthlv 
bills. 


He admits his solar system 


might be slower than others 
and takes a little longer than a 
gas heater to warm the water. 
The only other drawback is, of 
course, that it doesn't work at 
night. 


"We do lose a few degrees at 


night, maybe three or four 
degrees," 
he said. 
"The 


temperature is about 83 degrees 
in the water (during the day) so 
a few degrees doesn't make that 
much difference."

And last winter a neighbor, 
Ralph Van Riper, saw the idea 
in a magazine and brought it 
over. 


The article explained exactly 
how to set up the unit, including 
coiling the copper tubing to sa\e 
space and money. 


Jim, an electrical engineer, 
contends 
that 
just 
about 
anybody could build such a unit, 
though he admits he is a han­ 


dyman around the house. 


“The only difficult part was 
welding the lengths of tubing 
together,” he said. 


He said plastic tubing could 
1h* used instead of copper, but 
plastic tends to rot. 


Some of Fleischer’s friends 
are paying gas bills as high as 
$85 a month during the summer 
to heat their pools. 


His unit cost him about $115 — 
cheap, because he got the 
copper at cost. But even at full 
price, he estimates it would cost 
no more than $200. 


And there are no monthly 
bills. 


He admits his solar system 
might be slower than others, 
and takes a little longer than a 
gas heater to warm the water. 
The only other drawback is, of 
course, that it doesn’t work at 
night. 


"We do lose a few degrees at 
night, maybe three or four 
degrees,” 
he 
said. 
"The 
temperature is about 85 degrees 
in the water (during the day) so 
a few degrees doesn’t make that 
much difference.”

US Steel 
Prices To 
Be Hiked 


PITTSBURGH (AP) - The 


notion's largest steelmaker has 
raised its prices for like second 
time in recent months on 
products that are widely used 
ill cars and appliances. 


United Stales Steel Corp. said 


Friday that the new increases 
will go into effect Oct. 1. 


They average 4.5 per cent on 


sheet and strip products and 
3.8 per cent on special bar 
products. 


A company spokesman said 


the price increases are needed 
lo cover the increased cost of 
labor. Steel workers won a new 
contract with wage and benefit 
raises earlier this month. 


The spokesman said he did 


not know what the effect woukl 
be on finished products such as 
cars. 


''All we can say is that flat- 


rolled products have been un- 
derpriced for some time, but 
the market wouldn't take a 
price increase. Now we think 
the market will absorb it." 


Major steelmakers including 


U.S. Steel raised prices on fla- 
trolled products by an average 
of about 6 per cent this spring. 


The federal council on Wage 


and Price Stability studied 
those raises but did not cri- 
ticize them. 


The company said the latest 


price increase would add less 
than 2 per cent to its total 
revenue from steel products. 


Last year, the company's 


steel sales came to $6.63 
billion. Two per cent of that is 
$132 niillion. 


Earlier Friday, U.S. Steel 


Chairman Edgar B. Speer was 
quoted in the Wall Street 
Journal as saying he could not 
predict whether there would be 
another increase in flat-rolled 
prices this year.

US Steel 
Prices To 
Be Hiked 


PITTSBURGH (AP) - The 
nation’s largest steelmaker has 
raised its prices for the second 
time in recent months on 
products that are widely used 
in cars and appliances. 


United States Steel Corp. said 
Friday that the new increases 
will go into effect Oct. 1. 


They average 4.5 per cent on 
sheet and strip products and 
5.8 per cent on special bar 
products. 


A compuny spokesman said 
the price increases are needed 
to cover the increased cost of 
labor. Steel workers won a new 
contract with wage and benefit 
raises earlier this month. 


The spokesman said he did 
not know what the effeet would 
be on finished products such as 
cars. 


"All we can say is that flat- 
rolled products have been un­ 
derpriced for some time, but 
the market wouldn’t take a 
price increase. Now we think 
the market will absorb it." 


Major steelmakers including 
U.S. Steel raised prii'es on fla- 
trolled products by an average 
of about 6 per cent this spring. 


The federal council on Wage 
and Price Stability studied 
those raises but did not cri­ 
ticize them. 


The company said the latest 
price increase would add less 
than 2 per cent to its total 
revenue from steel products. 


Last year, the company’s 
steel 
sales came 
to $6.03 
billion. Two per cent of that is 
$132 million. 


Earlier Friday, U.S. Steel 
Chairman Edgar B. Speer was 
quoted 
in the Wall Street 
Journal as say ing he could not 
predict whether there would be 
another increase in flat-rolled 
prices this year.

In her most famous exchange with Win- 
ston Churchill, she listened impatiently 
as he expounded views quite the opposite 
of her own. Finally, unable any longer 
to hold her tongue, she burst forth: 
"Winston, if you were' my husband, I 
would flavor your coffee with poison." 
Immediately Churchill answered her: 
"Madam, if I were your husband, I 
should drink it." 


Ih our Congress there is something 


called "Congressional courtesy" that is 
supposed to protect Congressmen from 
the grossest insults of fellow members. 
The Best Evader of Congressional 
Courtesy was a Republican Congress- 
man. Henry Johnson of Indiana, who 
was ruled out of order for calling a Rep- 
resentative from Ohio a "jackass." John- 
son apologized and said, "I withdraw 
the unfortunate word, Mr. Speaker, but 
I insist that the gentleman from Ohio 
is out of order."

The wit of politicians, however, is not

On 
one. of the few occasions when our Con- 
gress was in the grip of religious preju- 
dice, the terrible hatred against Mor- 
mons was being whipped up in the debate 
over whether Reed Smoot of Utah should 
be allowed to sit in the Senate since he 
was a Morman, although he had only 
one wife. The vitriolic arguments were 
ended and the matter was settled in 
Smoot's favor when another Senator re- 
marked: "I'd rather have a polygamist 
who doesn't polyg than a monogamist 
who doesn't monog." 


In this election year we will suffer 


even more than usual from the after- 
dinner political speaker who must invari- 


ably respond to an introduction that is 
cither too flattering or too insulting. The 
After-Oinner Political Speaker Cham- 
pions were the Republican Senator from 
New York, Chauncey Depew, and Am- 
bassador Joseph H. Choate. At a dinner. 
Depew introduced Choate as "America's 
most inveterate after-dinner speaker. All 
you need to do to get a speech out of 
Mr. Choate is to .open his mouth, drop 
in a dinner—and up comes a speech." 
When Choate rose to speak, he said: "Mr. 
Depew says that if you open my mouth 
and drop in a dinner, up will come a 
speech. But I warn you that if you open 
your mouths and drop in one of Mr.
